BASED ON TRUE DEMOGRAGY 


Workers by United Action Have Been 
' Able to Do What No Other Power 
Could Accomplish—Organized Labor 
Starde For Industrial Peace, Arbi- 
tration of Disputés and Justice to All. 


~ Not many years ago membership in 
a trade union was something to be 
kept secret, gays the Garment, Worker. 

Nearly all unions had signs, grips. 
etc., by which members of the same 
union unacquainted could recognize 
each other. The worker who had the 
courage to join a labor organization 
and make known the fact was looked 
upon with suspicion. He was a per- 
son to be avoided, He was classed 
as a dangerous character, a disturber 
of the peace and a menace to society. 
Ofttimes he was referred to as an an- 
archist, and many members of trade 
unions in bygone days have had to 
withstand insults and ostracism. from 
those engaged in professional and oth- 
er walks of fife. < 

The trade union button was in the 
eyes of many people a badge of dis- 
honor. In the shop, should it become 
known one was a union”itin, it meant 
instant dismissal. 

Employers of labor, ministers of the 
gospel, presidents of colleges, judges 
and professional men were numbered 
among those who considered labor un- 
ions un-American. Every possible ob- 
stacle Was thrown in the way to pre- 
vent their growth. : 

However, despite the combined ef- 
forts of employers’ associations, witb 
their blacklist; despite the wholesale 
issuance of injunctions by certain 
judges; despite all attempts on the 
part of its opponents, organized labor 
has moved steadily forward, conquer- 
ing every fofce afrayed .against it, un- 
til today labor occupies a proud and 
exalted place in the affairs of the na- 
tion. f 
The union man no longer slinks fur- 
tively through the shop or factory, 
fearing detection. No longer is the 
‘American trade unionist shunned. A 


great and wonderful transformation }. 


has--teken place. The trade union 
movement in this countty has become 
a power to be reckoned with. It is 
now respected where once it was ma- 


Many who scoffed at. labor unions 
now proudly wear the emblem of la- 
bor. Instead of the members of or- 
ganized labor being scorned, it is he 
who refuses to join with his fellow 
workers to advance their common in- 
terests who is looked upon with con- 
tempt and referred to as‘a parasite. 

There was a time when reference to 
the worker was understood to mean 
the man who toiled in the workshop 
and factory or inthe field. The clerk, 
the office employee, the teacher and 
the professional man, ‘according to 
their ideas, had nothing in common 
with those who earned their bread by 
the sweat of their brow, toiling .from 
sunrise to sunset. There was a wide 
gulf between these two classes. So- 
cially they were estranged. 

How is it now? Attend a meeting of 


the Central Labor union in any. large 


city. What do we find? A gathering 
of men and women from all walks of 
life, the skilled artisan debating with 
the day laborer, the teacher from the 
public school discussing questions af- 
fecting the welfare of the teamster, 
the actor rubbing shoulders with the 
hodcarrier, the stenographer and the 


“bookkeeper on the same:committee as 


the machinist and the boilermaker, all 
seeking to be helpful in advancing the 
cause of humanity and striving to 
bring about the true brotheriiocd of 
man. 

‘The trade onion movement is the 
greatest movement for good the world 
has ever known. In it is foundtrue 
democracy. Through it the workers 
have thrown off the shackles of op- 
pression. The hours of toil have been 
shortened, living conditions improved, 
education provided for all and children 
protected from those who would turn 
their lives into dollars. It would take 
volumes to tell of the reforms labor 
has. accomplished.

Farm'Loan Act, Federal Reserve Bank,

No administration has ever done so 
much to advance the agriculture in- 
terests of the United States as that of 

President Wilson. The record is set

tion and for investigations and demon- 
strations in the field of the marke’ 

‘of farm crops and of the organizatic 

of rural life, but also contains three 
well conceived. measures designed to 
improve market practices and the stor- 
age and financing of staple crops. As 
the passage of this bill marks the 


practical completion of an important 


part of the. program for thé better- 
ment of rural life which begs tow mapped: 
out at the beginning of the nistra- 
tion, I feel that I cannot let the oc- 

casion pass .without conveying to you 
‘and your associates in both houses 
my appreciation of the service ren- 
dered to the nation in strengthening 
its gféat agricultural foundations. 

The record, legislative as well as 
administrative, is a remarkable one. 
It speaks for itself and needs only to 
be set forth.

means, and careful thought has been 
given especially to the matter of in- 
creasing the meat supply of the nation. 

8. Greatly increased provision has 
been made, through thé enactment of 
the Co-operative Agricultural Exten- 
sien Act, for conveying agricultural 
information to farmers and for induc- 
ing them to apply it. This piece of 
legislation is one of the most signifi- 
cant and far reaching measures for 
the education of adults ever adopted. 
by any government. It provides for 
co-operation between the States and 
the federal Government. This is a 
highly important and significant prin- 
ciple. When the Act is in full opera- 
tion there will be expended: annually 
i under its terms, from Federal and 
State sources alone, a total of over $8,- 
400,000, in the direct: education of the 
farmer; and this amount is being and 
will be increasingly supplemented by 
contributions from local sources. It 
will permit. the placing in each of the 
2,850 rural counties of the nation two 
farm demonstrators and specialists 
who will assist the demonstrators in 
the more difficult eae confront- 
ing them.

Court Allows Recovery After tlegat 
Expulsion by Union. 

Labor organizations will often try to 
expel a membef or suspend a loca) 
without observing the formalities re- 
quired by the law of the land and by 
the constitution of the union. says the 
New York Observer.

Do you know why we 
‘make such a pitiful showing in this 
respect? Forty millions of acres of 
our territory are in the National 
parks, Indian reservations sete. 
Thirteen millions has been donated 
to the railroads. Aside from this 
our Federal land policy has been ot 
such a loose and haphazard nature 
and so easily subverted to the will of 
the greedy and rapacious that it has 
resulted in the accession by less than 
&@ score of individuals and corpora- 
tions, millions and millions of the 
best land in the state. (Most of those 
have been holding their land for 
years and they say that it is because | 
they have not been able to dispose of; 
it ata profit, But you are going to

estates by the national expansion of 
agricultural industries under the new 
rural credit system. For with more 
capital at his command the farmer)
